H arridg e, who resig ned as leag u e 
p resident Dec. 3. H arridg e still 


had eig ht y ears to serv e on his 
10-y ear contract.

w ill go up 10 per cent, or 285 
m illion dollars, in the next two 
years, says a report to the School 
Problem s Com m ission. 
That would bring the total cost 
for the tw o-year period to $1,646,- 
000,000. 


State Sen. George E . Drach (R- 
Springfield), chairm an of the com ­ 
m ission’s 
r e v 
e n u e 
com m ittee, 
m ade . the 
report Thursday. 
He 
said the figures eov er only the 
costs of prov iding serv ices for an 
enrollm ent 
expected 
to increase 
100,000 Jn the biennium. The re­ 
port does not include construction 
costs, he said. 
The report said an increase in 
property taxes, 
which now pro­ 
v ide 80 per cont of the state’s 
school funds, is Im practicable. 
Instead, it listed these possible 
sources of added rev enue: 
A V% per cent boost in the 2*4 
per cent construction tax to raise 
28 m illion dollars; a 2!4 per cent 
personal property tax to raise 20 
m illion 
dollars, 
a 
cigarette 
tax 
boost of 4 cents for 11 million 
dollars; a 100 per cent increase 
in the liquor tax for 20 million 
dollars; an increase in the motor 
fuel tax of 1 to 6 cents a gallon 


for 28 m illion dollars; and a hike 
in the utility tax of 1 to 4 per 
cent for 12 m illion dollars. 
The 
com m ittee also suggested 
these 
other possible 
sources 
of 
rev enue : 


A 1 per cent corporation tax; a 
1 per cent personal incom e tax; 
a 5 per cent oil and coal sev er­ 
ance tax; a 5 per cent m otel and 
hotel tax; a state property tax of 
30 cents per $100 v aluation; and 
a 
com m odity 
futures 
tax 
of 
3 
cents per $100 v aluation.

com m ittee 
estim ated 
that 
a 1 per cent personal incom e tax 
would bring 180 m illion dollars in 
annual rev enue.
